The followings issues are to be discussed in the telephonic interview scheduled 
tentatively on July 10, at 10:30 am (ET): 

1, Proposed amending claim 1 as follows: 

Claim 1. (currently amended) A pipe trap for filtering gaseous exhaust, comprising: 
a pipe trap body with a base, a gas inlet, a gas outlet and a hollow interior; 

a disc filter set up directly on the base and inside the pipe trap body ; 

a pipe set up inside the pipe trap body with one end linked to the disc filter and 

the other end linked to the gas outlet, wherein an area on the pipe faces the gas inlet, and 

pipe ]s set up on top of the disc filter; and 

a plurality of mesh filters set up inside the pipe, 

wherein the gaseous exhaust enters the pipe trap from the gas inlet, passes 
through the outer wall of the pipe into the disc filter interior, and travels 
through the mesh filters sequentially before emerging from the pipe trap via the 
gas outlet. 



2. Drori (USP 4,642,182) does not disclose a discjilter being set uo 
directly on the base and a pipe being set up on top of the disc filter . Instead, if 
the disc filter 24 of Drori is allegedly disposed on a base, the alleged pipe (44 
to 46 in Figure 3A) of Drori is at least configured under the disc filter 24 and 
not on top of the disc filter 24. 
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3. Further, as clearly illustrated in Figures 2-4 of the invention, the disc 
filter and the pipe are substantially coaxial, the alleged pipe and disc filter of 
Drori are definitely not coaxial. 

4. Similar to Drori, Strauss (USP 5,401,404) also fails to teach or suggest 
a disc filter being set up directly on the base and a pipe being set up on top of 
the disc filter. Further, although Strauss may have suggested the application 
of mesh 82, Strauss definitely fails to teach or suggest the plurality of mesh 
filters being set up inside the pipe,
